LITERFOOL, Sept. 24.—Enthusiastic 
crowds of people assembled at an early 
hour this morning in the vicinity of 
Hengler's circus all anxious to push 
into the buildings and hear the eagerly 
anticipated address which the Rt. Hon. 
Wm. E. Gladstone had announced his 
willingness to make before the meeting 
called by the reform club to protest 
against the recent massacres of Arme- 
nians at Constantinople and elsewhere 
in Turkey. The doors of the circus 
buildings were opened for the admis- 
sion of the audiecce at 10 o'clock, and 
at 11 the vast auditorium was packed 
to its utmost capacity. 


Mr. Gladstone, Mrs. Gladstone, Her- 
bert Gladstone and other members of 
the. family arrived in this city at noon 
and were welcomed at the railroad 
station by a crowd of about 2,000 
people, who greeted the veteran states- 
man with hearty cheers as he and his 
family were 
rócognized. 
At the 
entrance of Hengler's 
circus, Mr. 
Gladstone and his family were received 
by a loi^g and enthusiastic outburst of 
applause upon the part of the crowds 
who were unable to obtain admittance, 
and when the great liberal leader 
e n t e ^ the auditorium there was a 
roar of applause which could have been 
heard a mile awj»y. The cheering was 
continued for a long üme after Mr. 
Gladstone stepped briskly 
on the 
platform at 12:30 o'clock and bowed 
repeatedly in acknowledgment of the 
enthusiastic welcome accorded him. 


The Earl of Derby, who presided, 
was accompanied by the Countess of 
Derby, and upon the platform were 
many persons of distinction in political, 
commercial and social life. After the 
usual formalities of opening such a 
meeting had been concluded, the first 
resolution, pro(posed by a conservative 
and seconded by a liberal, was put. It 
read: 


"That this meeting desires to express 
its indignation at and abhorrence of 
the cruel treatment to which the Ar- 
menians are being subjected by their 
Turkish rulers and of the massacres of 
them which recently occurred at Con- 
stantinople, which are a disgrace to the 
civilization of the entire country." 


The resolution was adopted by accla- 
mation. 


Glftdatone Tome to J^eaJc 
he looked well and hearty for a man of 
hi» years of hard work. He bowed re- 
peatedly in response to the outbursts 
of cheering which greeted him. 
When 
he was able to make himself heard Mr. 
Gladstone, after a few preliminary re- 
marks, moved the following resolution, 
which was received with thunders nf 
applause, d u r ^ which every person 
present was 
an his or her feet, wildly 
waving hats, handkerchiefs, sticks or 
umbrellas: 


"That this meeting trusts that her 
majesty's ministers realizing to the 
fullest «xtent the terrible condition i 
which 
their 
fellow Christians ar^ 
placed, will do everything possible to 
obtain for them full security and pro- 
tdction; and this meeting assures her 
majesty's ministers that they may rely 
on the cordial support of the citizens 
of Liverpool, whatever steps they may 
feel it necessary to take for that pur- 
pone." 


When the applause had been calmed 
down by the outstretched hand of the 
aged statesman, Gladstone declared his 
aihesion to the principles contained in 
the resolutions, and said he came there 
not claiming any authority except'that 
of a citiz m of Liverpool. 
But, he 
added, the national platform upon 
which the meeting was base4 gave 
greater authority for sentiments uni- 
versally entertained throughout the 
length afad breadth of the land, and 
urged that in this matter party sympa- 
thies should be renounced. Continu- 
ing, Mr. Gladstone said: 


"I entertain the lively hope and 
strong belief that the present deplora- 
ble situation is not due to the act or 
default of the government of this great 
country." (Cries of no, and cheers.) 
"The present movement," he added, 
"is based on the b^oad grounds of 
humanity and is not directed against 
the Mohammedans, but against the 
Turkish cfiBcials, evidence of whose 
barbarities rests chif fly upon offioial re- 
ports. 


' But," the speaker further said, "the 


weakneBB of diplomacy, I trust, is about 
to be strengthened by the echo of this 
nation's voice." Mr. Gladstone then 
alluded to the supineness of the am- 
hassadors of the powers at Constanti- 
nople, and said: 
"The concert of 
Europe is an august and useful instru- 
ment, but it has not usually succeeded 
in dealing with the eastern question, 
which has arrived at a period when 
it is necessary to strengthen the 
hands 
of the 
government 
by 
an expression of national 
opinion. 
I 
believe 
that 
the 
continued 
presence of the ambassadors at Con- 
stantinople has operated as a distinct 
countenance to the sultan, wbo is thus 
their recognized ally. But, while urg- 
ing the government to act, it does not 
follow that even for the sake or the 
great oV»ject in view Great Britian 
should transplant Europe into a state 
of war. Oo the other hand, however, 
I deny tbat England must abandon her 
own right to independent judgment 
and allow it to be dominated by the 
other po-wers." 


Mr. Gladstoce also said: "We have 
a just title to tbrraten Turkey with 
coercion, but that does not in itself 


mean war; and I think that the first 
step should be the recall of our ambas 
sadors And it should be followed by 
the d iemissal of the Turkish ambassa- 
dor from London. Such a course is 
frequent and would not give right of 
complaint to anybody. When diplo- 
matic relations are suspended, England 
should inform the suitan that she 
would consider the means of enforcing 
her just and humane demands. I do 
not believe that Europe will make war 
to insure the continuance of massacres 
more terrible than ever recorded in 
the history of humane crime." 


Mr. Orladstoue, who spoke for about 
twenty minutes, was in good voice and 
did not seem fatigued when he had 
finished; 


Before the arrival of the Gladstone 
party and the distinguished guests in 
the auditorium of Hengler's circus 
today there was a spontaneous outburst 
of patriotism, everybody present stand- 
ing bareheaded and joining in singing 
"God Save the Queen." 
Copies of the 
resolutions adopted will be forwarded 
to the cabinet ministers.

the river bank and hung him to a tree 
throwing the body 
inlo the river. 
Hawkins pleaded for mercy and asked 
that he be given two minutes to pray. 
Gretna is in Jefferson parish, just across 
the river from this city.

Yale Students Interrupt With the Col- 
leKe Yell and tbe Sleeting is 
BroKen Up In Dlitorder.

NEW 
HATBN, Conn., 
Sept. 24.— 
William J. Bryan, the democratic can- 
didate for president, attempted to 
speak here today. He was prevented 
from doing so and the meeting was 
broken up in disorder by the students 
of Yale college. 


A crowd of the collegians, 500 
more strong, gathered in the assembly 
of 10,000 persons, and when Mr. Bryan 
waved his hands for quiet the Yale 
men broke out into their full college 
cheer, beginning with the frog chorus 
of Aristophates u k, following with 
three long Yales, nine raha, a Yale and 
McEinley. Repeatedly did the students 
break forth into this cheer and it was 
impossible for the nominee to speak. 


The students persisted in interrupt- 
iog, and upon one occasion while Mr. 
Bryan was trying to obtain quiet, a 
band, doing escort duty to a military 
parade on the ground near by, burst 
forth with music. Mr. Bryan th^ew up 
his hands and refused to continue.

MEXICO, Mo , Sept. 24—The Missouri 
Military academy, situated one mile 
southwest of Mexico, burned to the 
ground early this morning, causing a 
loss of 175,000 to the building and a 
heavy loss in personal effects. Insur- 
ance, $37,000. One hundred students 
were in the building when the fire 
broke out and, while no lives were lost, 
many of them had narrow escapes and 
received injuries more or less serious. 
The flames broke out in the east wing 
of the building, which is a substantial 
three stcry structure of stone and 
brick, and from the nature of the 
origin of the fire, it is thought to have 
been the work of an incendiary. Cadet 
Glopton, son of the United States dis- 
trict attorney of St. Louis, and Cadet 
W. W. Austin, of Carrollton, Mo , 
proved themselves heros and saved 
several lives. Captain Glasscock, mili- 
tary instructor, and Lieutenant Good, 
of the United States army, also did 
heroic rescue work. 


When Cadet Glopton was awakened 
by the emoke, he sounded the fire call 
on his bugle and aroused his sleeping 
comrades. With the help of Austin, 
he succeeded in helping several of his 
frightened and almost helpless com- 
rades to get out of the burning build- 
ing. Captain Glasscock and Lieutenant 
Good ran from room to room at the 
peril of their lives, getting out the 
students, who had not been awakened 
by the bugle call. Cadet Captain Bolla 
Mclntyre was taken out by Lieutenant 
Good, who was compelled to jump with 
him from a third story window. Both 
the 
older 
officers escaped without 
injury. When the boys sleeping in 
the second and third stories of the 
building realized that the structure 
was on fire all escape by way of the 
stairs was cut off and they were com- 
pelled to jump from the windows. 


There was no hesitation on the part 
of the older members, who were almost 
compelled to force their younger com- 
rades to make the leap. 
Twenty-one 
were injured, but none fatally. The 
building was soon burned to the ground 
and all its contents destroyed. 
Noth- 
ing was saved by the faculty or 
students, who were compelled to take 
shelter in near by houses in town and 
in Mexico hotels. 
Col. A. F. Fleet, 
principal of the school, says ^there 
$37,000 insurance on the building.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 —The officials 
of the Democratic and Silver Club asso- 
ciations are iesuing a circular of infor- 
mation in regard to the club conven- 
tion to be held in St. Louis on the 3d 
of October. It is urged that each state 
delegation should perfect its organiza- 
tion and select its chairman before the 
assembling of the convention. It is 
stated that any organizition pledging 
support to the platform of the Chicago

Today Dr. Barnett introduced to the 
students of the Fort Wayno College of 
Medicine a subjcct of rare interest. It 
was a human subject and it was alive 
and it had a heart twice as big as any- 
body else and the heart was a musical 
heart. 


The subject was Edward Ltwis, a 
young German, who is relying on his 
heart to bring him a livelihood. He 
has nearly covered the continent ex- 
hibiting his physical peculiarity. 


From the point of view of the physi- 
cian or the lover of the sensational in 
life Lewis is possessed of strong inter- 
est. The afiection of the heart, while 
by no means unusual in itself, becomes 
almost unique from the miisical sound 
with which it is accompanied. 
It 
is 
supposed by physicians who 
have 
examined 
Lewis and have 
diagnosed hi? case that his heart is 
eight to nine inches in length and 
eight inches in diameter. 
The en- 
largement is sufficient to produce 
protrusion of the breast. 
On putting 
the ear to the breast in the manner of 
a physician examining the heart of a 
patient a distinct and gentle musical 
murmur like the gentle swish of water 
accompanying the heart beat is heard, 
a phenomenon said to be much more 
rare than the heart's enlargement. 


Mr. Lewis had inflammatory rheuma- 
tism in January, 1894, which set up an 
inflammation of the .lining of the 
membrane of the heart. In conse- 
quence of this infliimmation, known as 
endocarditis, two sets of valves became 
diseased. This state of things led to a 
great enlargement of the organ, which 
is probably half as large again as it 
should be. 


This iiiteresting young man left this 
afternoon for Indianapolis. He baa 
promised to return here again some 
time during the winter when the medi. 
cal students will be given an oppor- 
tunity for closer study.

Tbe Amonnt and tbe Disposition JHade 
of Tbeih. 


(Indianapolis News.) 


The school tunds of the state, accord- 
ing to the report of Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Greeting, amount to 
about 1:0,000,000. This includes f 140,- 
000 known as the college fund and 
t4CO.OOO known as the permanent en- 
dowment fund. These two funds are 
in charge of the auditor of state and are 
lent under the law at 6 per cent, for 
the permanent endowment and 7 per 
cent, for the college fund. 


"Both funds are now all out," said 
Deputy Auditor of State Hart. ' There 
are always applicaiioDS waiting for a 
chance at this money. I just had an 
application lor $2000 
The college 
fund is lent in sums of 1500 or less and 
the endowment fund in any amount, 
but we prefer small amounts, as they 
are more easily collected. The security 
is land at 50 per cent, of its cash value, 
and we do not take the estimate of 
others. The total of applications now 
on hand is about $30,000. The state 
makes a plain, ordinary note, taking 
its chances as to getting its money 
back, in money as good as tbe kind it 
lends." 


The rest of the Echool fund is in the 
bands cf county auditors, and is lent 
by them. The state holds each county 
responeible for principal and interest 
at the rate of 6 per cent. Most coun- 
ties are themselves borrowers, and, as 
they have to pay 6 per cent, on the 
money, whether productive or not, it 
sometimes happens that the boards of 
commicsioners use the money which is 
idle instead ol borrowing. As a gener- 
al rule, however, this money is used for 
temporary pjjjpoees. anything requiring 
a long time loan being available at a 
cheaper rate of interest. Some years 
ago, when interest rates were higher 
than the legal rate, Marion county ueed 


its available school funds for its general 
purposes, paying in one yeir as much 
as 15,000 interest to the state. 


I'he schools of the state derived in 
interest on the common school fond 
1222 208.C4, according to the report of 
the superintendent for 1894. It is 
several thousand dollars larger now. 
The school fund of the state from 
various provided 
sources increases 
$75,000 a year, which must be put at 
interest as soon as received. There is 
now a demand ^or all the money in 
every county, owing to general atriS' 
gency. State fun^s <»nnot be withheld 
from use as private funds are. The 
increase, however, will not be so large 
hereafter, as with the current duplicate 
the tax of one-half of 1 per cent., 
authorized for school purposes thirteen 
years ago. ceases. The Indiana school 
fund includes $85.000, derived from 
the saline fund, a fund growing out of 
the sale of saline springs and land set 
apart for educational , purposes by the 
grant of statehood in 1816. The fund 
derived 1537.502 65 from the distribu- 
tion of certain surplus money by the 
general government i^t 1837. This is 
nominally subject to recall at any time. 
The bank tax fnnd of 1834 yielded 
$80,000, and the sinking fund provided 
in the same year produced a basis of 
thd school funds revenue of the state 
$4,255,731. .

of the most profound thinkers in the 
legal profesBion. 
Efforts have been 
made to indtice the judge to speak on 
the silver question in this city, but he 
is averse to mingling in politics and so 
far has declined to do so. Could he be 
prevailed on to discuss .the silver q ies- 
txon, his speech would be a.strong^ one 
for the white metal and would attract 
wide attention throughout the btate.

It is a sort of a reli^ to those who 
are addicted to the habit, to be told by 
a Belgian pihJ sician t^at yawning is an 
exceedingly healthy function generally, 
besides having a very ,Eal:utary effect in 
complaints of the pharynx and eustach- 
ian tubes. 
According ^ the results ot 
Hte investigations, yawning is. the moet 
natural form pf, respiratory exerçÎEe,. 
bringing into action all th« respiratory 
muscles of the chest and neck. 
It is 
recommended that every peison should 
indulge in a |00d yawn, with stretching 
of the limbs morning and evening, for 
the puipcseof ventilating the lungs and 
tonifying the muscles of respiration. 
An eminent authority claims that this 
form of gymnastics has a remaikable 
eifect in 
relieving 
throat and ear 
troubles, and says that patients suffer- 
ing from disorders of the throat have 
derived great benifit from it. 
He 
makes his patients yawn either by sug 
gestion, imitation, or by a series Of full 
breaths with the lips partly cloEed. 
The yawning i{ repeated dx .or eight 
times, should be olio wed by swallow- 
ing. 
By this means the air and mueus 
in the eustachian tubes are aspirated. 
Being good for the health, yawning 
even in company will no longer be con- 
eidered an evidence of bad breeding or 
late hours the night before« but. will 
j astify itself on the plea that it is ex- 
ceedingly healthy. 


B n g l a n d l u tlie E a s t . 


That the British government and the 
United States-might unite their icilu- 
ence in defense of the Christian sub- 
jects of the Sultan does not appear 
unreasonable. 
Among other things 
which the two nations have in common 
is a large capacity of sympathy witli 
any people struggling for their liber- 
ties. 
Popular sentiment in the two 
countiif s is very much at one in this 
and it is a sentiment that does not find 
the same expression elsewhere. 


But while American sympathy for 
the oppressed haa always been held 
independent of sell-in ter est, it 
has 
never been the policy of the British 
government to allow popular sentiment 
to interfere with the political and 
commercial advantage of the empire. 
As a matter of fact, it ia Great Britain 
that ia maiuly reeponsible for the con- 
tinued presence of the Turk m Europe, 
and the difficulty she now finds is 
either asserting any control over him 
or withdrawing 
from the resulting 
complications makes the idea of an 
American alliance rather worse tban 
visionary. 
It has been sfriousJy'sug- 
gested that the Uoited States should 
join with Great Britain and Italy to 
counteract the designs of Russia—and 
pull the English chestnuts out of the 
fire. 


That is the kind of alliance that this 
country ia never likely 1o engage in. 
Our established policy of minding our 
own business could have no stronger 
indication than in the present situa- 
tion at CoDstantinople, where the whole 
group of European powers are glaring 
at one another, eaah a''raid to «move a 
hand, even for the diBCOurdgemen,t of 
murder and pillage, lestait precipiitf^tea 
general war, and eome of the others 
seize upon the spoils. 
We are well out 
of such a muddle. 


The English position is really a 
serious one. The people are clamoring 


for something to be done against the 
sultan, but the government knows that 
the sultan is practically in the hands of 
Russia and that any forcible action 
would simply invite the Russian occu 
pation of Constantinople, against which 
the whole po.icy of the country, in 
peace and war, has been strenuously 
directed for generations. 
The cz^r has 
no newspapers or public meetings to 
worry him; be can bide his time. 
Germany »nd Austria can aw^it their 
chances. 
Great Britain alone is urged 
to act, and yet cannot act alone. 
No 
wonder 
Lord Salisbury would like 
Bome disinterested allies.

Tho gold of British Guiana is fouud 
along the tributaries of the Essequibo 
and along other rivers. The laws regu- 
lating gold mining in the territory in 
possession of England are strict and 
strictly enforced, a fact which has Mi\ 
Dalgleish's unqualified approval. 
Tho 
climate is very trying, the rivers are 
hard to navigate. 
Chills and fever 
abound. 


On tho Barima river Mr. Dalgleish 
found tho Ai'akaka Development com- 
pany owned 60 placer claims, aa well 
many quartz claims, azid that their mines 
were very rich. The quartz ledges ou 
the Barima run northeast and south,west. 
There will bo a great number of quartz 
mines eventually discovered along the 
Barima. 
But the Barima quartz mii ca 
are in the territory disputed by Vene- 
zuela. 


Other prospecting was done along the 
Cuyuni, "Wayarima and Mazaruni riv- 
ers. One placer mine on the Cuyuni 
yields about $50,000 a month. On ^he 
Potaro river the Barnard syndicate has 
taken out great quantities of gold. Ou 
the whole, however, Mr. Dalgleish be 
lieves the day of placer mining is over 
and that quartz milling machinery will 
have to be set up to get gold deposits in 
future. 
. . 


At present the unhealthful climate, 
the expense of the journey thither and 
of the necessary outfit prevent the rapid 
development of the gold mines of Brit- 
ish Guiana, althongh there is undonbt 
edly a field for the aoquirement of great 
wealth when sufficient capital and la- 
bor are employed. 


England cannot be accused of sym- 
pathy with the struggling Cubans. Sig- 
nificant, therefore, is that letter which 
the correspondent of the London Times 
in Havana wrote to his paper. He de- 
clares that he has had exceptional op 
portunities for seeing both sides. 
The 
cold facts and conclusions he lays down 
are worth noting: Cuba is hopelessly 
lost to Spain. It is not true that it is a 
negro rebellion. Seventy per cent of the 
insurgents are white. The whole sym- 
pathy of the islanders is with the rebels, 
,and Havana itself is honeycombed with 
^plotters against Spain. The Cnbaus 
will fight to the last man, first, because, 
they know that surrender means heavier 
taxation and cfppression than ever from 
: Spain; second, because the ferocity and 
cruelties of Weyler and. his . minions 
have enraged them to the point where 
they will never have a kind thought fo^ 
Spain again- Come what will, t^ey. are 
done >y ith Spain. Most interesting 
all is, his statement that the islanders 
cherish an earnest hope of annexation 
to the United States. 


It may not be long till policemen on 
horseback will be abolished in the large 
cities. Whatever a policeman on horse- 
back can do—stop runaways, help in 
case of accidents, chase fast riders' and 
drivers and thieves—it has been found 
that bicycle policemen can do even more 
quickly. . They occupy less room than 
the horse policemen, and their outfit 
will be far less expensive to the tax- 
payers. Patrolling city streets and pafks 
with wheeling oflSicers will of course 
necessitate the construction of suitable 
paths for them, and that, too, will bo a 
great benefit. On the whole, there are 
few end of the century features more to, 
bo approved tihau the introdtiction oí 
the bicycle policeman. 


Tho people of this country* learned 
w ith regret that Percy Gaunt, author of 
the favorite song "Pnsh Dem Clouds 
Away," died in poverty, or indeed that 
he died at all^ so young, for he was only 
44. He ought to have lived agemeration 
longer, to have given ,the world moro 
such sparkling, inspiring melodies as 
"Push Dem Clouds Away." We cannot 
have too much of the kindof music that 
bids us throw our melancholy brooding 
and despondeaacy to the winds and let 
tho thought waves of bright cheerful- 
ness and hes.ith giving hope and pluck 
fill our souls. 


Korea, the Hermit Kingdom, will soon 
be wakened by tho echoes of the rail- 
road whistle. 
The .first man to wake 
them will be an American, too, James 
S. Morse. Mr. Morse obtained from the 
king of Korea the concession for build- 
ing a railroad from the port Chemulpo 
to Seoul, the capital; iu the interior, a 
distance of 25 miles.

OUR PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Its Beneiits to t h e People of t h e 
City Are Shown 


By the Anuanl Report of the l.ibra- 
rimi—Tlie Works Fonnrt on 
IlH .mi(>lv4>««. 


The public library, of this city, estab 
lished a few years ago through the 
efforts of our ladies, is rapidly growing 
in the number of books on its shelves 
and the use which is made of its 
volumes by our people, and hence the 
annual report of the librarian will be of 
interest to all. 
It is as follows: 


To the Board of Trustees of tlie Fort Wayne 
I'ublic Library: 


GSNTLSMEN:—I have the honor to 
Bubmit the following report of the 
library for the Vear ending July 31, 
1896, being the first annual report sic c ^ 
the organization of the library. 
A re- 
port was rendered for the first six 
months of the library ending July 31, 
1895 


Preparatory to moving from the city 
building to the one now occupied, we 
began to call in the books Aug. 16, 
1895, and no more books were iaeued 
until we were established in the new 
building. 
The library, however, wa» 
kept open for the use of all who might 
wish to consult the books at the rooms, 
a privilege somei availed themselves of 
daily. 


O wing to many and various delays in 
repairing and rerurniBbing, the new 
building was not opened for circuUtion 
of books until.Oct 7- 
. 


The rapid addition of books made it 
necessary, iaët spring, to put in addi, 
tional shelving and a stock of shelves 
capable of holding one thousand hooks 
was added. 
That is ^ow full and again 
there is a demand for more shelves. 


t November a printed supplement 
of ail hooka added sijice the opening of 
the librar,f, was added to the original 
list

He was elected second lieutenant when 
the company was permanently organ- 
ized. April 1, 1863, he was made a 
captain and the same date was serious- 
ly wounded in action. He still carries 
the bullet he receive.d in that battle. 
In 1864 he raised a company for the 
Frontier cavalry regiment, 
organized 
to repel the St. Alban's raid, and was 
appointed a major of the regiment. At 
at the close of the war Major Grout re- 
turned home and resumed the study of 
law in the office of his brother, General 
Grout. He was admitted to the bar in 
1865, and practiced law in partnership 
with his brother in Barton, Vt., at the 
same time assisting in editing the Bar- 
ton Standard.
